the air. Sterling Price of the Confed- 
erate army had won a victory over the 
Union troops under Mulligan at Lex- 
ington and rumors of the approach 
of his victorious army to attack Kan- 
sas City and Westport flew thick and 
fast. Before leaving Lexington, it was 
learned, he had seized on the money 
in the local banks and tbe fear was 
widespread that he would do the same 
thing when he reached Kansas City. 
There was a. rush oa the banks, ac- 
counts were checked 'out by Bundreds 
of people and the money taken to 
their homes and concealed in various 
places. 
Then the thought occurred 


to many of them that perhaps their 
hoaias would be looted, too, and they 
began to look about for more secure 
hiding place. At that time Father 
Donnelly was Kansas City's "Vicar ot 
Wakefield," known and trusted by ev- 
erybody. Catholics and Protestants 
alike- He. was known to be an old 
acquaintance of many of the Confed- 
erate leaders, and a friend of Gen. 
Price, personally known and respect- 
ed by his soldiers as well. He had 
lived at Independence and Kansas 
City ever since the early forties. 


Brought Money to Priest. 


It was known, too, that previous to 


his coming to Missouri, his life, after 
leaving Ireland, 
his native country, 


had been largely south of the Mason 
and Dixon line.
